As you know, the School of Advanced International 
Studies is submitting an ajqplication to the Ford Foundation 
involving several million dollars. The proposal, which has 
the personal endorsement of Dr. Eisenhower, will be submit— 
ted before June 1st. Dr. Eisenhower has been told by officers 
of the Ford Foundation that several large grants will be made 
in June, and that the School* s application stands a good 
chance of receiving favorable consideration. There is a real 
danger, however, that this chance may be Jeopardized unless 
the School's accumulated deficit of approximately |U0,000 can 
be eliminated. This is a serious matter and one which demands 
the immediate attention of all members of the Advisory Council. 

The School has been making great progress during 
the past year. It has received more ajjplications from highly 
qualified students than ever before. The demand for the 
School's graduates by business corporations has increased* 

The Conferences for Corporation Executives had the most 
successful year in their history. A higher calibre of busi- 
ness executive attended and 60 new companies sent representa- 
tives. The School's services were in great demand by agencies 
of the Government. As a result, the School is conducting a 
year-round mid-career training program for officers of the 
International Cooperation Administration and a training program 
prepared for the Foreign Service Institute of the Dejjartraent 
of State is being attended by twenty senior Foreign Service 
Officers* 


In my opinion, the School is doing a splendid Job 
and bftfi limitless opportunities for development. The oppor- 
tunity to secure substantial support must not be lost through 
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fallure to meet this relatively small deficit. Although you
